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RADICAL CONVENTION AT RICHMOND.

The following resolutions, which we give

verbatim, were offered by Wilson, on Thursdayevening:.
Resolved, That the confiscation act, passed

by Congress in July, 1862, is a wise and lljudicial"measure; that we look upon treason and
rebellion a3 the blackest of crimes, aud that
t.raicors should be punished.
Resolved, That the course pursued by the

President, Andy Johnson, since he accidentallyreached the Presidential chair, by the assassinationof the late "leuienited" Lincoln, was
convinced that the American people and the
world, by his unfitness for his high position,
his impeachment and removal by Congress,
would be hail by civilized mankind us an act of
justice, worthy of all praise. [Verbatim.]

Fields Cook, coloied, regretted to sec the
spirit of intolerance which seemed to prevail
among the rural delegates, who needed to be
taught as children. Cod forbid that the spirit
ot intolerance, against which (he colored peoplehad protested, should now rule their own
councils. He only desired the rights extended
to others. He needed a farm us much as any
one, and if Congress were to give it to him lie

s-v1 /J A/iAA*\f i r trrn f /vPn I!tt Knf li n Annr.aft/1
WUU1U av;uc|^L n ginicaiiij, V/J; pw.ru.U
confiscation. He would stand by bis people as

long as they would siand by themselves, but
they would lose me the day t hey adopted such
mad measures. There were 70,000 negro
voters in Virginia, and it would require 50,000
white voters to carry the State, it the negro
votes were united, which it never could he,
while such counsels were agitated.

Cornelius Harris, colored, of Richmond, said
the blacks were, in a great measure, dependent
upon the land-holders lor employment, and
that some of the negroes would vote with the
land-holders.
Congress had given us the "Chairman's" bill

and the iron-clad oath, both of which were
mere good. The Lord when he released the
Hebrews after a bondage of 250 years, did not
send them forth naked, but told them to borrowall their mistress' and masters' clothing,
and it was the duty of Congress to render every
negro independent, by giviug him a little farm,
fie knew we had colored rustocrats as well as
white ones, and all liked a piece of greasy
bread, but Congress herself had as much right
to confiscate the property of rebels, as to free
their slaves, and he thought it was her duty to

do it. He was very bitter on colored men who
came here to advocate the interests of a stinkingclique.
The usual hubbub followed the conclusion of

the speech, and five-score of orators appealed
to the chair for an opportunity to let off their
superfluous gas.

Wilson, from Norfulk, defended the rcsolu-
lions offered by him in favor ol confiscation, ana

the applause with which he was greeted proved
the hankering after the loaves and fishes entertainedby the multitude. He wanted no dead
laws on the statute bo>ks, but wanted Congress
either to repeal the confiscation laws, or to impeachAndrew Johnsonfor not enforcing them.
He was very severe on weak-kneed negroes,
and men whose humanity buried their rights.
The colored men had been very lenient and

he had come here as a Radical, disposed to
give no terms to rebels. There were ignorant
negroes who, for a farthing or a ham, would
sell their votes to any secessionist. He served
in the army for three years, and was promised
one hundred and sizty acres of land, which he
had never got and never expected to get. He
didn't want to trust rebels any longer, aod it
his resolutions wou'd destroy his party the
patry was already gone.
So enchanted was the house with his iucendiuryharangue that he was allowed to proceed

in a lengthy tirade, which concluded with a

boastful vaunt of his readiness to shoulder his
\ musket and have another fight if the colored

mun were not granted what they demanded,
the impeaching of Andrew Johnson and throwinghim overboard. He didn't intend to open
his voice but he couldn't help it. The man

who couldn't stand on the platform of confiscationcould not stand with him. In the penetentiarymight be seen rebels lashiDg the backs
of the negroes and Union men because they defendedthe Union. (The most audacious lie.
perhaps, and we are aware wc are saying a

great deal.which was uttered during the entiresession of the Convention..Rep.) If

they were not in favor ol all the acts ot uongressthey were no better than rebels. Have
we not been persecuted all qu^ lives? [Cries
pfyes, yes, and a voice from a colored man,
no. J
A tumult to which all the prior hubbub and

indecorum were a summer's calm arose. Cries
of "put him out," "put him out," "d.d the
rebel," "shove him out," "kill him," arose.
A crowd rushed in the direction of the independentloyalist, who now seemed in a fair way
to realize the blessings of the "free speech"
which was guaranteed by the resolutions, and
which had been so f'lusomely bespattered by
the praise of a majority of the speakers.
The chairman in vain commanded order; his

yoiee fell unheeded upon the storm.
Oliver Johnson, colored, the most genteel

and intelligent looking man in the house,
thought the disgraceful riot which had just occurredwas the very point to which their enemieswould rejoice to bring them. They were
to work, not through passion, but with their
brains. How could they 1 all-oat by the waysidewith their friends? It was like wanting
to cross a river and quarreling with the man
who owned the boat. They were not strong
enough to force people to admit their claims.
[Cries of yes weave, what's to heoder us'?|
No. wo are not. Employers would use all their
influence to prevent, their employees from votingin a way which would strip those employersof their property. He would vote independentlyhimself, but he knew that the entire
colored vote could not be polled as a unit.

R. 1). Beckley, of Alexandria, amid the
usual grand squabble, obtained the floor, and
narrated the persecutions he had endured as a

Black Republican iu Syracuse, N. Y. ; but
carne with charity to all, malice towards none,
opposed to confiscation or disfranchisement.
The colored vote of the State united would not

exceed 60,000, while the whites could poll

150,000. A few towns the negroes might
carry, but the adoption of confiscation resolutionswould drive away the best and most intelligentportion of the colored population, for
they advocated no such scheme. Many of his
hearers professed religion. Many of them
sung.

"Oh Lord forgive;Let a repentant rebel live."
If they desired success they must not go ahead
of Congress. He wanted no man's blood, no
confiscation, only equal rights, and that all
men should do to him as they wished to be
done by.
The resoltuions were almost unanimously

referred, amid a scene of the wildest confusion.
The following resolution was offered by Dr.
., and unanimously adopted :
Resolved, That the Convention hereby expressesits undisguised contempt for the unfair,

false and malignant representations of tne pro
ceedings of this convention, published as reportsthereof by the daily papers of this city ;
that we recognize in this cowardly method of
falsification, the true spirit in which the situationis accepted by the class represented by
these journals, and further that we are enabled
therby to understand the true feeling, of the
rebel-conservative influence towards the newly
enfranchised citizens, now with their friends in
convention assembled.

Resolutions were offered authorizing the
President to appoint a Central State Committeeof nine members.
A member moved that the committee be

appointed by a committee composed of one
member from each count)*.

C. W. Buttz opposed the resolution strenuously.but was interruped by White, of
Portsmouth, who said Buttz was making un
founded charges against the chairman.

Buttz said he had expressly excepted the
chairman from any charges ho might make,
and that he placed more confidence in the
chairman than in the party who interrupted
him, and wilfully misconstrued his position..

The house finally decided that a delegation

of one member from each county and town
should be appointed, who should select a centralbusiness committee of nine persons. The
Executive Committee was appointed, and retired,but. up to the adjournment of the meeting,made no report of their action.
The cool, icy man offered a resolution endorsingthe New Nation as (he organ of the

Virginia faithful.
Buttz said there were other loyal papers in

Virginia, and asked W. to withdraw the resolution.
Wardwell rose fur a harangue; the ice

melted around his heart and brow, and exuded
in big drops from his bald pate and wrinkled

He didn't come here to electioneer for the
benefit of a lew men in Richmond, but lor the
good of the Stale. He rasped Wardwell, and
moved to table the resolution.

L. McKcnzie glorified the New Nation and
praised Hunnicutt, for whom he bad done as
much as any oilier twenty men in Virginia.
Hunnicutt was always short, and could hardly
get bread and cheese. The government advertisingwas not worth more than $5,000.
Buttz said the bankrupt law was worth SG,000,alone.
Watson, said "the Mr. Rev. Hunnicutt and

bis paper "zerved more credit dan all de odder
papers in do Slate, and lie wanted him to hab
what was due him,*' a petition which ought to
have made the Mr. Rev. Hunnicutt tremble in
la IS boots.
Jenkins moved that the Alexandria State

Journal, Marion Record, Winchester Journal,
Norfolk Republican, and Rockingham Amcri
can Union be included. Adopted.

Mr. Hinton, the New York Tribune corrcsrespoodent,made a flaming speech, and informedhis hearers that thousands of dollars
had been subscribed to aid them in carrying on
the war, or it not subscribed General sencock
had canvassed for it. Any Republican documentsthey wanted could be obtained of Mr.
T-u-l l-o-c k (Tullock.)

Jenkins said a resolution complimentary to
General Schofield was on the table, and he
hoped it would be taken up. All would understandthe object of it.

All saw the object of it, and the resolution
which expressed lull confidence in the patriotism,fidelity, integrity, honor and other good
qualities ot General Schofield, was adopted,
with but few dissenting votes.
A resolution endorsing all acts of Congress

was adopted.
Resolutions were offered by E. L. Houff, of

Augusta, asserting that the Southern States
lost all rights by secession, and that this Conventionwas held to bring back our "dcclopidatcd"country to the Union, opposing confiscationand exhorting to harmony.
The resolution regarding confiscation was

received with groans.
A hundred voices moved that the resolutions

bo laid under the table.
The resolutions took the proposed course.
J)r. Bayne wanted to make an expression,

and denied that he had been used as a tool by
rebels, who endeavored to make him President.

Williams, (colored,) from Norfolk, delivered
a long, rambling harangue, very incendiary
and inflammatory and abusive in its nature,
but having no connection with the business of
the Convention.

ilis speech was strongly in favor of social
equality, bur, opposed amalgamation, lie
claimed that the colored men were more polite
than the whites, and consequently more competent.to vote. This convention was a "pepperand salt'' convention, the whites being the
salt and blacks the pepper. He concluded by
inviting all rebels into the fold of Radicalism,
where they might in time become members,
but not deacons nor stewards. They could
not be trusted to carry the keys.

lie also announced that the collection taken
up, to pay (lie expenses of the church, from
the noble audience, amounted to $li U(, anu

anions this was a counterfeit dollar! The
convention concluded its proceedings with prayerand the doxology, and adjourned sine die.
